TOXIC pollution in east London is more than 

twice the legal limit, according to new figures 

released. 

Clean Air in London received the information 
from Defra after mounting a legal challenge 
against Mayor Boris Jonson's refusal to release 
the data. 

The data shows deadly nitrogen dioxide gases 
from diesel engines in Redbridge and Waltham 
Forest was twice the legal limit of 40 micro 
grams per cubic metre in 2012, and 50 per cent 
higher than is legal in Barking and Dagenham. 

Simon Birkett, director of Clean Air in 
London, said: “It's outrageous the mayor is hid¬ 
ing details about toxic fumes and that it has 
taken six months to force the government to 
release anything about them. 

“The mayor must end his love affair with car- 
incogenic diesel exhaust and ban 

it from the most polluted places as coal burn¬ 
ing was banned so successfully 60 years ago. 

“Air pollution levels at these locations are 
twice the legal limits and World Health 
Organisation guidelines. Diesel exhaust is 
almost certainly the main local source of this air 
pollution.” 

Among the worst areas were Walthamstow 
Avenue, withm 78mg of N02 and Kingfisher 
Avenue, in Redbridge at 81 mg. The most pollut¬ 
ed part of Barking and Dagenham was Ripple 
Road at 64 mg, more than 50 per cent above the 
legal limit. 

Mr Birkett added: “Boris misleads people by 
talking about reductions in computer modelled 
emissions. Actual air pollution concentrations, 
used for setting health and legal limits, are the 
real test. 

“Clean Air in London urges the mayor to pub¬ 
lish estimated actual concentrations of N02, 
PM2.5 and PM 10 at each Air Quality Focus 



Area within two months after each calendar year 
end so Londoners can assess his progress.” 

The EU has already warned the UK govern¬ 
ment that it aims to issue heavy fines if pollution 
is not controlled in the capital. 

Campaigners believe the mayor is looking to 
introduce technology to make vehicles switch to 
electric mode or other measures to reduce air 
pollution near monitors to avoid legal breaches. 
Although this would help the UK meet its legal 
requirements it would not impact significantly 
on the thousands of fatalities caused by pollu¬ 
tion each year. Clean Air in London used barris¬ 
ters Gerry Facenna and Julianne Morrison of 
Monckton Chambers to get access to the previ¬ 
ously secret information. The legal team used 
powerful European access to environmental 
information laws despite obstruction by Defra. 


Clean Air London asked Defra for data on air 
pollutants at 187 air testing locations on 
February 26, 2014. The request was originally 
refused, but released after the legal team called 
for an internal review of Defra’s refusal decision 
on March 23. 

Defra missed the two month statutory deadline 
to complete the internal review and failed to 
respond until July 22, 2014. 

Defra subsequently apologised for this failing. 

Defra said that modelled air pollution concen¬ 
trations at 47 of the 187 locations may not be 
representative of levels at the Air Quality Focus 
Area because equipment is more than 50 metres 
from it. 

The Yellow Advertiser contacted the mayor's 
office at the time of going to press, but staff said 
they could not comment at such short notice.

MORE than 400 people have 
signed a petition calling on council 
chiefs to leave a parking voucher 
scheme alone. 

Neighbourhood Watch coordina¬ 
tors operating off Station Road, 
Chingford, set up the campaign 
after hearing concerns from resi¬ 
dents at a panel meeting that 
vouchers were being 'phased out'. 

The petition is available to sign in 
a number of businesses in Station 
Road, many of whom have been 
campaigning against Waltham 
Forest Council's plans to scrap the 
vouchers and the introduction of a 
controversial phone parking system. 

Neighbourhood watch co-ordina- 
tor John Easey, of Mornington 
Road, said: “The vouchers have 
been continuing ever since the 
phone parking scheme was imple¬ 
mented but we are worried it will 
be phased out completely. 

“I have walked down the streets I 
operate in (Arabia Close, Buxton 
Road and Mornington Road) and I 
have had 100 per cent support. 
There is one clear message, these 
vouchers need to stay permanently. 

“Not everyone has a mobile 
phone. Is it acceptable to ask some¬ 
one to type in their credit card 
details into a mobile phone in the 
middle of the high street in the 
pouring rain? In our opinion, it is 
unacceptable and the vouchers pro¬ 


vide another option.” 

In November last year, all council¬ 
lors unanimously voted in favour of 
a new 30-minute free parking allo¬ 
cation, however, Waltham Forest 
Council has made no changes. 

Campaigner Adam Osen has also 
been gathering signatures for the 
campaign. He said: “The signs say¬ 
ing that vouchers are available have 
been removed. Our concern is that 
the vouchers will just stop without 
any kind of consultation. 

“There was no consultation over 
phone parking and I very much 


doubt that there will be over the 
future of the vouchers, which 
would be totally undemocratic. 

“I have been asking for figures on 
the revenue made by both the 
phone and vouchers schemes but 
my enquires fall on deaf ears.” 

The petition is available in shops 
that include The Bookshop North 
Chingford, Almars, Truly 

Scrumptious, Needful Things, 
Glam and The Wine Factor. 

Councillor Clyde Foakes, 
Waltham Forest Council's cabinet 
member for environment said: “We 


will be looking to see whether cur¬ 
rent parking provision supports the 
economy of our town centres. 

“There are no current proposals to 
stop selling parking vouchers. Signs 
were replaced in May 2013 when the 
new 15 minutes of free parking pro¬ 
vision came into force and the alter¬ 
native ways of paying were intro¬ 
duced, but no signs have been 
removed more recently. 

“The proposal for an increase in 
the duration of time allowed for 
free parking will be reviewed later 
this year.”

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Digging up the dog track

EXCAVATION work has started on the grounds of Walthamstow 
Greyhound Stadium to discover the remains of a former medieval 
manor house. 

Archaeologists from Archaeology South East and University 
College London have been digging up land off Walthamstow Avenue, 

Chingford, which was the former site of Salisbury Hall. 

Experts have been taking residents on free tours of the work site, 
showing people the foundations of the 14th century building. 

Andy Leonard, project manager from Archaeology South-East, 
believes some pottery found at the site could date back thousands of 
years. 

He said: “The hall has its origins in the 14th century was probably a 
timber framed structure built on chalk and ragstone foundations. 

“We have been excavating a large rubbish pit near the hall itself 
which is full of broken tile and pottery which probably comes from 
this phase of building. 

“The archaeological excavation has identified the medieval incarna¬ 
tion of the hall as well as the later rebuild. In addition, we also have a 
series of ancillary structures of 17th century date which probably rep¬ 
resent bams and outhouses.” 

The manor house, known as Salisbury Hall, was acquired by the 
Salisbury family in the early 14th century in 1322 and belonged to the 
Tyrwhitt family until the late 16th century before it fell into the hands 
of Henry VIII and later Queen Elizabeth I. 

The hall has was a timber-framed structure, measuring 50 feet long 
and 30 feet wide, and was built on chalk and ragstone foundations. 

The house was fire damaged in the 16th century and was subse¬ 
quently rebuilt in the middle of that century, with two-storey project¬ 
ing gable porches and a tiled roof in two ridges. 

A large rubbish pit near the hall was found to have broken tiles and 
pottery, which presumably dates back to the same period. 

Walthamstow Greyhound Stadium's car park was then built on the 
site and is to be replaced by a new car showroom. 

Historian Mary Dunhill, who wrote a booked based on Salisbury 
Hall called 'A History of Highams Park and Hale End', said: “The real 
of treasure of Chapel End is revealed by archaeologists.

McLaren tees up a power drive

THE 18th hole at California’s 
picturesque Pebble Beach 
golf course is about to wit¬ 
ness a drive like never 
before. 

But it won’t be Rory 
Mcllroy or Tiger Woods rip¬ 
ping up the famous fairway. 

Instead the cheers will be 
for McLaren Special 
Operations and the MSO 
650S Spider and fire¬ 
breathing PI hypercar. 

The bespoke MSO division 
was launched in 2011 and 
offers a full personalisation 
service for McLaren owners. 

And commissioned by a 
North American customer, 
the PI to be shown for the 
first time at the Pebble 
Beach Concours d’Elegance 


features a host of bespoke 
options. This unique exam¬ 
ple of the 916PS, 217mph 
flyer has been modified to 
mark it out from the other 
170 examples which have 
been built to date. 

At the front, silver finishing 
to the aluminium radiator 
grilles sit below the carbon 
fibre bumper while above, a 
McLaren Orange speedmark 
adorns the bonnet. 

The bodywork is finished 
in exclusive Stirling Grey, 
with the metallic finish com¬ 
plemented by gloss carbon 
fibre and orange accents. 

Along the profile of the car, 
brake callipers finished in 
the heritage colour are 
mounted behind body- 
coloured alloy wheels. 

The car’s rear is enhanced 


further by 24 carat gold heat 
shields around the engine 
bay and exhaust. 

The material was originally 
used on the McLaren FI of 
the 1990s and still used 
today on company’s FI cars, 
due to its reflective and heat 
resistance qualities. 

MSO is also showcasing a 
one-off version of the 650S 
Spider, based on the exclu¬ 
sive MSO 650S which made 
its debut last month at the 
Goodwood Festival of 
Speed. 

It is one of just 50 exam¬ 
ples with unique styling 
upgrades, including exten¬ 
sive satin-finished carbon 
fibre, while the exterior has 
been finished in Cerulean 
Blue, a paint which includes 
a heavy metallic flake.

LEYTON Orient suffered opening 
day woe, as the newly-promoted 
Spireites overturned the form 
books with a shock win on Satur¬ 
day.
